THE TEMPEST ON THE TECHE.

NEW ORLEANS, September 53.—Reports of 
the losses by Monday’s storm continue to come 
in. At Lewisburg and Mandeville, wharves, 
bath-houses and fences were destroyed, and 
residences damaged.

River was destroyed. 

At Madisonville the water was three feet 
over the wharf, flooding the streets. 

WRECK OF THE TRENTON. 

The steamboat Trenton left Baton Rouve 
on Monday morning, and when eight miles 
below encountered the hurricane, and made 
fastto the bank, the wind increasing. Her 
passengers then went ashore. Her lines 
soon after gave way andthe boat went adrift 
and capsized, passengers and crew losing their 
effects. The Trenton had eighty-eight bales 
of cotton, 100 head of cattle and sundries. 
The steamer Cannon brought in the Trenton’s 
passengers and crew and recovered fifty-two 
bales of cotton. 

OTHER DAMAGE. 

The officers of the Cannon report the de- 
struction of a dozen sugar houses on the coast 
below Baton Rouge. Emile Lefevre had two 
sugar houses destroyed at Conrad’s Point and 
Congar and Kelly losta magnificent sugar- 
house at the Avery place. Couland ferry- 
boats at Baton Rouse were sunk and several 
buildings damage.

The Kind of Contract a Certain Gentleman Has 
with the Internal Revenue Department. 


There will be in the city, in atew days, a 
gentleman from Washington, who comes to 
look after the collection of delinquent Govern- 
ment tax due under the provisions of the rev- 
enue law. It will readily be remembered that 
toe revenue law has been greatly changed 
since 1869. The war brought on so many heavy 


expenses that there had to be a_ very 
large sum of money raised, and 
the idea of an internal  rev- 


enue was fallen upon. This provided for 
the taxing of between 
TWO AND THREE HUNDRED 

different things. In fact the Government aimed 
to lay atax on everything outor which there 
could possibly be profit. Butchers paid five 
cents a head for all the animals they slaugh- 
tered. Mamufacturers paid five per cent on 
the value of their products when they went 
over $1,000 in value. Merchants paid $1 on 
every thousand ot their gales. Doors, window 
sashes and blinds were taxed previous to March 
2. 1867. | 

Monuments of all kinds, exceeding $100 in 
vulue, except those erected by public or pri- 
yate contributions, to commemorate the ser- 
vices of Union soldiers who have fallenin battle, 
were subject to a tax atthe rate of 5 per cent 
ad valorem. 


The proprietor of a rice mill paid 
a special tax as a manufacturer, if he hulled 
and ground rice to an amount oxceeding 


$1,000. 

A dyerwasto be regarded as a manufac- 
turer, and required to pay a special taxas 
such, if the value of his products exceeded 
$1,000 per annum. 

Cap fronts, eap straps and covered bonnet 
wire were liable to a tax of five per cent ad va- 
lorem. 

Shoddy, manufactured from woolen rags, 
was to be regarded forthe purposes of taxation 
under the excise law,as amended by the Act of 
March 2, 1867, as a manufacture of woo!, and 
taxable atthe rate of two and one-half per 
centum ad velcrem. 


Une@er this law the Government derived an 
income olf $265,800,000 in 1867. Now there 
are 


ONLY FOUR 

things from which an internal revenue tax is 
derived. They are whisky, beer, tobacco and 
banks, and from these four sources the Gov- 
ernment gets enough money to run its 
expenses and pay more of the 
national debt than it did previous to 1870. 
Of course, there has been an increase in the 
rate cf taxation on banks, tobacco, whisky and 
beer. The total tex on all kinds of tobacco for 
the year ending June 30, 1867. was only §3,- 
while that for 1878 amounted to 
$28,000,000. 


500,000, 


Among the many things taxed under the 
old revenue law were successions and lega- 
cies. This caused the revenue officers a vast 


amount of trouble, as it involved many legal 
complications. Many vexatious questions 
arose as tothe time for which legactes were to 
be taxed and as to the amount of tax to be col- 
lected. The result of this was that collectors 
often failed to make collections, and thus left 
much due the Government when the old law 
was repealed in1870. The new revenue law 
now in effect has 
A PROVISION 

in regard tothis matter. It says: 

‘*Tnere shall be paid to the Uuited States in 
reapect«f every legacy or distributive share 
arising from personal property, and of any 
persenal property or interest therein which is 
now subject to tax orduty under the provisions 
of acts in force prior to the first dav of Octo- 
ber. 1870, a duty, ortax, as follows.’’ 

Iicre are given the amount of 
to be collected. |] 

On legacies from tather to son or from broth- 
er to brother the son or brother is to puy a tax 
of one dollar for every hundred of the value of 
the legacy. 

On jegacies derived by a nephew from an 
uncle the nephgwy is to pay a tax of two dollars 
for every one ndred dollars of the vaiue of 
the legacy. 

Cousins inheriting estates from one another 
were to pay four dollars tor every hundred dol- 
lars of the value ot the inheritance. Where a 
man was so fortunate as to have one leave him 
an estate, though not related, he had to pay 
six dollars for every hundred of what he re- 
ceived. <All the taxes of this kind not 
paid between 1864 and 1870 are still 
due and collectible by the Government. Here 
is where the work of this gentleman trom 
Washington coinesin. He is not a Government 
oflicer, but was once associated with Commis- 
sioner Douglass in the Revenue Department. 
lie hasa contract with the present Comumis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, and simply acts in 
the capacity of an informer. He goes to dif- 
ferent points in the United States 
and looks up legacies and = successions, 
upon which the revenue tax due between 1864 
and 1870 wasnot paid. Hereports these cases 
to the department at Washington,and the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue in the particular 
locality concerned receives orders to make the 
collections. This same somewhat

WHAT THE PEDESTRIANS ARE DOING,

Henry Brown, the English pedestrian, better 
known as ‘‘Blower’’ Brown, arrived from Lon- 
don on Friday on the steamer California, of the 
National Line. He was accompanied by

There was no oneatthe pier to meet Brown, 
and he and his trainer started immeuiately 


for the Ashland Hlouse. Brown in- 
quired for Rowell, and was told that 
he was probably at the Madison Square 


Garden. He then went to the Garden, and a 
cordial meeting took place between the two 
English pedestrians. Brown resembles Rowell 
in many respects. He isa little taller, and is 
also stouter and heavier. He has a short, thick 
neck, and, as one of the spectators remarked, 
‘*he lookg as if he could run 1,000 milesin no 
time.’’ He was dressed in a plaid suit, witha 
Glengarry ci.p, and a red sitk handkerchief 
almost concealing his neck. In a conversation, 
Brown reiated his experience crossing the 
ocean. 

‘‘I was sick nearly all the way,’’ said he. 
**‘Nothing seemed to do me any good. The 
only regret I had was that 1 couldn’t get off the 
ship and walk over here. I would have done 
so if I could.’’ 

He added that he was not going to compete 
for the Astley belt because he had promised to 
enter for the O’Leary belt. The representa- 
tions made to hin in England about the two 
matches were not altogether accurate, for it he 
bad thoroughly understood the facts, he would 
certainly have entered tor the Astley belt. The 
two matches were too near together to allow 
him to enter for both.

lectic Geography, published by Van Antwerp, 
Bragg & Co., ot Cincinnati, whose agents in this 
city are Messrs. Blake & Babcock. Two reports 
were made by the committee,a majority reports 
tavoring the introduction of the Monteith 
book, and a minority report favoring the 
Eclectic. Both recommendations, however, 
when put to the vote, were lost, but when the 
question was put onthe minority report, Mr. 
O’Connell startled the Board by distinctly 
charging that an attempt had been made to 
purchase his vote for the Eclectic. 

A reporter ot the P.-D. this morning called 
on Mr. O’Connell at bis store, and endeav-

In further conversation Mr. O'Connell re- 
marked: ‘*Going back, say five years, it has 
been rumored that approaches have been made 
to membersofthe board, and especially to 
members of the Committee on 
the Course of Study.

Arrangements have been made between the 
Alaska Commercial Fur Company and tne Cen- 
tial Pacific Railroad whereby the 850,00 
pounds furs belonging to the tormer corpora- 
tion are to be transported trom this city to New 
York for two ana one-half cents a pound, but 
last year the railroad demanded three and one- 
half cents per pound. The fur company refas- 
ed to pay this exorbitant rate and shipped its 
furs by water via Istbmus, in consequence of 
which fact the railroad company has this year 
consented to transport freight of the Aluska 
Commercial Cumpany for the lesser rate of two 
and one-half cents per pound. Fourteen hun- 
dred tierces are required, costing $2 25 apiece, 
intoeach of which are packed sixty-two skins, 
mace uptwoinabule. Tne average weight of 
the barrels when praeked is five hundred and 
seventy-five pounds, aggregating 805,000 
pounds.
